If you 
aspired to become a nurse with 
the promise of good earning 
power, your parents would en- 
eourage you. Why, then, should 
they not encourage you when 
you aspire to become a teacher 
in a parochial school, or a nurse 
under the auspices of religion? 
You would be able to do even 
more good there; and because 
your motives would be supernat- 
ural you would derive a thous-| 
and times more benefit from 
such service. 

Your first ambition should be 
to look after your own best spir- 
itual interests even on the prin- 
ciple that “charity begins at 
home.” In the convent your sal- 
vation is practically assured. The 
very rule under which you would 
live would exclude all dangers to 
your spiritual life, and would 
enjoin community prayer, fre- 
went reception of the Sacra- 
ments, and keep you very close 
to the Spouse to Whom you! 
would wed yourself, namely, Je-| 
jus. Then, while you would be’ 


looking after your oWn soul, you! 


would also be engaged profes-| 
sedly in the grand work of!

Those who live in the world 
not only are influenced by a 
Worldly spirit, which is_ set 
against the cultivation of piety, 
but they are beset with so many 
more cares and worries and 
trials. Practically one out of 
every four marriages results un- 
happily, and many mothers pass 
much of their lives in grief, and 
are often sent to an early grave 
because of the mistakes their 
children make, whether wilful- 
ly or not.

Called 


Charleston. S. C Rt. Rev. William 
T. Russell, Bishop of Charleston. who 
has been ill of heart trouble for sev- 


eral weeks, died Friday. 


Bishop Russell’s death closes an en- 


ergetic and distinguished ecclesiastical 


career jorn of a family which took 
root in America in the days of the 
Revolution, ‘Bishop Russell was noted 
for his stalwart Americanism His 


love for and understanding of the 

stitutions of his country were nourish 
ed and strengthened by his long asso- 
‘tation with that great American, Car- 
dinal Gibbons, whose secretary he was 


|for fourteen years. The lovable per- 


sonality which won for him the affec 
tion of Cardina! Gibbons, gained him 
admiration and respect wherever he 
went. He was gifted, also, with great 
organizing ability. Half a score of 
religious works which he launched re- 
main as a monument to his memory. 

As a pastor, Bishop Russell origin 
ated the now famous Pan-American 
Thanksgiving Mass, which annually 


brings together in St Patrick's 
Church, Washington, D. C., a brilliant 
throng of diplomats of many nations. 


He founded a pious ‘society which 
flourished and won approbation from 
the Holy See. Elevated to the Epis 
‘opate, he took over a missionary dio 
cese where he became an apostle of 
education and a founder of missions; 
indeed, it was his arduous toils in this 
field that broke his health and may 
fairly be said to have caused his death 
An enthusiast over the necessity 
and efficacy of a strong and well-sup 
ported Catholic press, he became the 
first Episcopal Chairman of the De 
partment of Publicity, Press and Lit 
erature of the National Catholic Wel 
fare Conference; labored unceasing! 
and effectively in the improvement and 
expansion of a national Catholic news 
service, and presided ably over the Ds 
partment for more than two years 
Bishop Russell was born in Balti-
